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Khrushchev Will Not Be Pleased 


The strongest of all reasons for keeping for* 
eign policy out of political debate has ap­ 
peared in Prem ier Khrushchev's elation over 
the 
Democratic 
landslide 
in 
the United 
States 
He believes the failure of the Eisenhower- 
Nixon effort to carry the day for a majority 
of Republican congressional candidates is a 
repudiation of the “hard” policy of Secretary 
of State Dulles. 
“ We look upon the results of the Demo­ 
cratic victory from the point of view of the 
possibility of improving Soviet - American 
relations.” Khrushchev said to a Kremlin 
audience. “ We 
hope 
the 
Democrats 
will 
change the foreign policy of the United States 
away from the brink of war. They should 
construct their policy with due regard for 
the existence of the Socialist camp.” 
Elsewhere, there was elation over the de­ 
feat of Sen. Knowland of California, who has 
been a relentless opponent of Red China. In 
many countries where Sen. Knowland has 
been criticized for his support of Nationalist 
China, there are bright expectations of a 
switch to a “soft” policy under the upsurging 
Democrats. 
Prem ier Khrushchev and his hopeful allies 
in the fight to weaken the U.S. stand against 
appeasement of Communist aggressors do not 
understand the political system that makes 


it possible to debate foreign policy without 
coming to a vote of confidence. 
They will be unpleasantly surprised if they 
think the 1958 election is going to have any 
effect on the Dulles doctrine: Do not trust 
the Kremlin any farther than you could 
throw’ Khrushchev. 
It soon will have been 25 years (Nov. 16. 
1933) since 
an 
American 
president 
who 
thought an election had given him a m an­ 
date to make overtures to the Kremlin rigged 
U S. recognition of Stalin’s despotic state. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt explained to his coun­ 
trymen that a spokesman for the Kremlin 
( Maxim Litvinov) had assured him there 
would be no more interference by Com­ 
munist conspirators in U.S. domestic affairs 
and that U.S. citizens in Russia would enjoy 
freedom of conscience and religious liberty. 
The assurances vanished with the wind, as 
did Litvinov. 
Politicians like to talk in campaigns, and 
there is no way to stop them, even when 
they talk about foreign policy. But Prem ier 
Khrushchev has a long time to wait before 
political oratory can persuade Americans to 
take the Communist conspiracy at its word. 
Any time the Soviet Union wants to es­ 
tablish the confidence it says the United 
States should give it. all it has to do is back 
up its words with deeds.

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Everyone Is Duly Impressed 


If all the things that are going to be done 
by the 86th Congress with its topheavy Demo­ 
cratic majorities were lumped together and 
divided by two, they still would stagger the 
imaginations of the conservative Democrats 
who will be in charge on things. 
Sam Rayburn, Speaker of the House, and 
Lyndon Johnson, majority leader of the Sen­ 
ate. must be popeyed with amazement as 
they read from hour to hour the details of 
the mandate that winning Democrats are sup­ 
posed to have been given by voters. 
It must seem to them there was more 
truth than rancor in President Eisenhower's 
post-election remarks about the composite na­ 
ture of the new faces that had come to view 
in the 1958 elections — that they looked like 
spenders to him. 
He spoke with special conviction about this, 
because one of the faces that was not exact­ 
ly new but was winning its first full term in 
the Senate — Proxmire of Wisconsin — is 
credited with introducing bills in a few 
months after being elected to Joseph Mc­ 
Carthy’s unexpired term that would have cost 
the federal government upward of 23 bil­ 
lion dollars. He was a one-man spending 
gang. 
This will be the interesting thing to watch

in the 86th Congress — this contest for in­ 
fluence between spenders and savers. 
It is the issue that will replace the two 
parties as the basis for congressional divi­ 
sion. Spenders are in both parties. Savers 
are in both parties. But because so many 
of the Democratic savers are high-seniority 
Southern Democrats holding committee chair­ 
manships. savers will have an advantage. 
They also have been offered the full coopera­ 
tion of President Eisenhower, who says he 
has rediscovered saving as a popular politi­ 
cal policy. 
The savers are in a deeply entrenched po­ 
sition, in other words, which explains why 
so much is being said currently by the spend­ 
ers about what they intend to do when they 
descend on Washington in January. It is a 
skirmish in the legislative war of nerves that 
will be the biggest news in politics from now 
until the next Congressional turnover in 1960.

There are going to be 
more things for the Democratic majority to 
split up about than civil rights in the next 
two years.

There isn’t one of us of m ature years who 
hasn’t squirmed through the dilemma of 


wondering what to say to a defeated candi­ 


date for office. 


Whenever there’s a political landslide, the 
squirming gathers intensity until old friends 
start to cross the street to avoid em barras­ 
sing encounters. 
Perhaps this anecdote will help if you must 
meet a defeated candidate face to face. It is 
the property of Brooks Hays, an Arkansas 
congressman who was knocked off by order 
of the Arkansas governor. 
Orval 
Faubus. 
Rep. Hays had to go, he explained in a post­ 
election statement, because he was a moder­ 
ate about segregation and Gov. Faubus. hav­ 
ing staked his political career on extremism, 
cannot stand to have moderates showing him 
up for what he is. 
In 1922, recounts Rep. Hays, his father 


was licked in a political campaign by the 
Ku Klux Klan in Arkansas. He was told by 
his father he could expect to be licked by 
the same sort of thing in 1958 and that he 
could take comfort from the story about a 
man who was kicked by a jackass and m ort­ 
ally hurt. 
The man asked the doctor who was work­ 
ing on him to patch him up long enough to 
die of pneumonia. “ I hate to see ’em put 
on my tombstone, ‘Kicked To Death by a 
Jackass,* ’* he explained. 
Even though it has become customary in 
these enlightened times to congratulate the 
winner and even to give him a pat on the 
back. human nature doesn’t change. A de­ 
feated candidate always regrets the shame 
of having it put on his tombstone that he 
was “kicked to death by a jackass.” At 
least the story may bring a smile to his 
haggard face.

Responsibility for the political 
tragedy rests to no small extent 
upon those outside critics who have 
provoked bitter resentments among 
the people of Arkansas.

THE RESENTMENT of the vot­

sequences of school integration. 
When will the tragic dispute 
over desegregation be viewed real­ 
istically 
everywhere, 
and 
when 
will the fears that lie deep in the 
hearts of the Southern people be 
fully understood, and the underly­ 
ing facts of the controversy itself 
be revealed? 
Certainly not as long as news 
about the conflict is suppressed, 
or public discussion is squelched, 
or the feelings of the people of the 
South are disregarded on the all- 
important subject of social life in 
the schools 
and 
possible 
inter­ 
m arriage — the true barrier to 
integration. 
On this very point, a significant 
speech was made recently by Al­ 
lan Nevins, long-time professor of 
American history 
at 
Columbia 
University, 
a 
two-time 
Pulitzer 
Prize winner, and one of Adlai 
Stevenson’s advisers in the 
last 
presidential campaign. 
Prof. Nevins is emphatically in 
favor of desegregation and calls 
upon the Southern people to face 
reality, as he tells them that inter­ 
m arriage between the races in the 
coming years 
is 
“ inevitable.” 


Prof. Nevins made his speech at 
Knox College, Galesburg, 111., at 
ceremonies incident to the centen- 
nial of the Lincoln-Douglas de­ 
bates. 


THE AUTHORIZED transcript, 
obtained from the Knox College 
offices, gives this report of what 
Prof. Nevins said: 
“Lincoln asked the South not to 
flinch from the hard 
fact 
that 
slavery must end; that the section 
must revolutionize its economic 
and social system. 
“ It was a very grim, cruel fact 
indeed. But we face one today just 
as harsh, and we flinch before it 
as Americans flinched in 1858. It 
is this: That once the Negro is as 
well educated, as well mannered, 
as well paid, as well dressed and 
well guided as the white man, 
once the colored race has become 
socially, economically and cultur­ 
ally the absolute equal of the white 
race, as it must become if we 
carry out the 
precepts 
of 
the 
Declaration of Independence, then 
interm arriage 
will 
become 
fre­ 
quent. 
“A mingling of the races will 
proceed with increasing rapidity. 
“Nobody will advocate that as 
an object; but it will be an inevit­ 
able result. 
“ It is as unpopular to say this in 
Galesburg in 1958 as it was un­ 
popular for Lincoln to say in 1858 
that slavery must be put in the 
path of extinction. 
“But the generation of 1958 must 
accept this hard, grim fact, not 
evade it, and must make plans 
for meeting it. 
“What plans? In broad terms, 
we must plan, North and South, 
to raise the Negro race to a plane 
in character, cultivation and m an­ 
ners where it will be entirely fit 
to interm arry with the white race. 


“ AS A HISTORIAN, I do not for 
a moment believe that, 
in 
our 
mighty American river of many 
nationalities, two currents can flow 
side by side down the centuries 
without ultimately becoming one. 
“At first the fusion will be im­ 
perceptible; then it will be per­ 
ceptible but slow; then it will move 
with a rush. 
“I could cite a dozen anagogies 
from history to prove that such a 
process is inexorable, irresistible. 
“Any sociologist could cite a doz­ 
en reasons why it is inevitable. 
“As I say, we should not re­ 
gard it as an object of our obedi­ 
ence to the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence; but we must school our­ 
selves to accept it as a fine re­ 
sult.” 
There is a feeling in the South 
that if the problem of integrated 
schools has a sociological aspect 
—as the Supreme Court of the 
United States ruled in 1954—then 
it is not fair to take into account 
some sociological factors and ig­ 
nore the others. 
Hence Professor N e v i n s* re­ 
marks, while delivered with the 
object of promoting acceptance of 
integration, will serve also to un­ 
derline the true objections of the 
opponents of integration.

For Sewage Plant 


Council Monday 
light author­ 
ized Lotion to convert into 20-year 
bonds $200,000 of the $300,000 in 
city notes issued in 1957 to com­ 
plete financing of the sewage dis­ 
posal system, quietly bringing to 
light the fact the city will have to 
borrow $100,000 less than antici­ 
pated for the project. 
Solicitor Joseph W. Cooper ex­ 
plained that the borrowing is $100,- 
000 less than expected mainly be­ 
cause the original bond legisla­ 
tion provided for $39,000 a year to 
operate the plant, but the funds 
were not required over a period 
of about 18 months because the 
plant was not in operation until 
early this year. 
The $39,000 - a - year “overage” 
was applied to retire the notes, 
which means the $100,000 will not 
need to be borrowed on long-term 
bonds, he said. In addition, the 
city realized 
s o m e 
additional 
money by drawing interest on 
funds being held for the plant con­ 
struction, but not needed immed­ 
iately, he explained. 
City Auditor H. J. Gallimore an­ 
nounced he will accept bids on the 
issue until Dec. 4 from investment 
houses. Council will m e e t in 
special session that night to con­ 
sider legislation awarding the bond 
issue to the firm making the low­ 
est bid. 
Originally, Council authorized a 
$500,000 note issue, but only $300,- 
000 of the borrowing power was 
used. Previously, mortgage rev­ 
enue bonds were sold to finance 
earlier stages of the project. 
The legislation provides that 200 
bonds will be sold, each of $1,000 
denomination. They will mature 
at the r a t e of $10,000 annually

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Tim e 
is running out on a condemned 
man’s do - it - yourself attempt to 
avoid Ohio’s electric chair. 
Walter J. Byomin’s letter to the 
U. S. Supreme-Court from death 
row in Ohio Penitentiary brought 
a stay on the eve of his scheduled 
execution Nov. 7. Judge Potter 
Stewart, newest member of the 
high court and son of Judge James 
G. Stewart of the Ohio Supreme 
Court, granted the stay. 
But the 42-year-old Clevelander 
says he can’t get the legal help 
needed to prepare papers for an 
appeal from his first degree mur­ 
der conviction in the fatal shooting 
of Deputy Edmund G. Smith in 
Wellington on May 4, 1957. 
He has 90 days from the refusal 
last Oct. 29 of the Ohio Supreme 
Court to reconsider his last-chance 
appeal in Ohio courts. His final 
hope is federal court review of his 
case or clemency from Ohio’s new 
governor who takes office in mid- 
January. 
“ I’ve been give the run-around,” 
Byomin said in a death row inter­ 
view. 
He claimed court-appointed at­ 
torneys, 
who 
carried 
his case 
through Ohio courts, deserted him 
and that bar associations and legal 
aid groups refused to help him. 
“My case is just too hot for 
them to handle,” he said and ask­ 
ed: “ But if they can’t help me, 
who would they help?” 
“I want to make a test case of 
this because there are others like 
it. Justice must be a purchasable 
commodity because if you don’t 
have the funds, you are deprived 
of your constitutional rights. 
“ All that about recourse to the 
courts is just a lot of noble words. 
I never dreamt I’d be in this sit­ 
uation. I’m remorseful over the 
shooting. I’m sorry for the offi­ 
cer’s family. But no words will 
suffice.” 
His blue eyes pleaded as he re­ 
lived events leading to the shoot­ 
ing and the trial which he insisted 
would have resulted in a lesser 
verdict if an officer had not been* 
slain. 
The heavy-set Byomin leaned 
forward in a chair behind a heavy 
mesh screen in a corridor out­ 
side his death cell as he ticked 
off the things he says violated his 
constitutional rights. 
His round 
face was animated and he nodded 
his bald head for emphasis.

The sheriff said the husky 
Ohioan, who said he was a tele 
vision technician, related he came 
to Leesburg Monday after Mrs 
Hixon wrote, asking him to come 
to talk over reconciliation. When 
he arrived, he said, she told him
